A  motion  to  recess  the  March  1 2th  meeting  to  March  1 3th  at  7:00  PM  at 
Bow  Memorial  School  to  take  up  the  rest  of  the  warrant  articles  was  made  by 
Moderator  Phil  Ryan  and  seconded  by  Sara  Swenson. 

The  meeting  reconvened  at  7:00  PM  with  the  Presentation  of  Colours  by 
Boy  Scout  Troop  75;  led  by  Scoutmaster  Mike  Serard  and  Scouts  Andy 
Violette,  Kyle  Cieleczka,  Peter  Judkins,  Rick  Colantuoni,  Bill  Colantuoni, 
Ross  Teal,  and  Ryan  Teal;  and  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance.  The  Rev.  James 
Smith  of  the  Bow  Community  Baptish  church  then  led  us  in  prayer. 

We  all  paused  for  a  moment  of  silence  in  memory  of  Tom  Goley  who  for  35 
years  was  present  at  Town  meetings.  He  is  truly  missed  not  sitting  there  in  the 
front  row.

Selectman  Sara  Swenson  reports  that  Articles  #2  -  10  "are  recommended 
by  the  Budget  Committee".  This  was  omited  from  the  report. 

ARTICLE  #2:  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Twenty 
Thousand  Dollars  ($20,000.00)  to  complete  improvements  to  the  public 
highway  known  as  the  Dunbarton  Center  Road,  said  project  already  in 
progress,  with  the  State  furnishing  matching  funds. 


ARTICLE  #3:  Was  moved  by  Al  Ward  and  seconded  by  Jim  Kibby.  It 
was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Eleven  Thousand  Six  Hundred 
Dollars  ($1 1,600.00)  to  purchase  a  new  police  cruiser  and,  in  order  to  fund 
such  appropriation,  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  such  sum  from  the 
Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local 
Assistance  Act  of  1972. 

ARTICLE  #4:  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Twenty- 
Six  Thousand  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars  ($26,250.00)  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  financing  one-half  of  the  Town's  share 
(10%)  of  replacing  the  "Dry  bridge",  so-called,  on  River  Road  (subject  to  a 
contribution  by  the  Boston  and  Maine  Corporation  toward  the  Town's  share  of 
a  like  amount  of  $26,250.,  and  subject  further  to  the  receipt  by  the  Town  of 
80%  Federal  funding  and  10%  State  funding  of  such  project);  and  in  order  to 
fund  such  appropriation,  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  such  sum 
from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State 
and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972. 

ARTICLE  #5:  Was  moved  by  Al  Ward  and  seconded  by  Jim  Kibby.  It 
was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Twenty-Two  Thousand  Seven 
Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars  ($22,750.00)  to  be  added  to  the  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  for  the  replacement  of  Highway  equipment. 

ARTICLE  #6:  Was  moved  by  Al  Ward  and  seconded  by  Dom 
D'Ambruoso.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Twenty-Five 
Hundred  Dollars  ($2,500.00)  to  be  added  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  tax 
maps. 

ARTICLE  #7:  Was  moved  by  Al  Ward  and  seconded  by  Dom 
D'Ambruoso.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Twenty-Five 
Thousand  Dollars  ( $25 ,000.00)  to  be  added  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  a 
re-appraisal  of  the  real  estate  of  the  Town  for  tax  purposes. 

ARTICLE  #8:  Was  moved  by  Jim  Goodwin  and  seconded  by  Al  Ward.  It 
was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  from  the  Forest  Manage- 
ment Fund  all  monies  in  such  Fund  at  the  time  of  withdrawal  in  excess  of 
$100,000.00,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  taxes. 

ARTICLE  #9:  Was  moved  by  Al  Ward  and  seconded  by  Bill  Johnson.  It 
was  voted  to  accept  a  gift  of  the  building  known  as  the  Bow  Bog  Meeting  House 
and  the  contents  thereof  and  the  land  on  which  it  is  situated,  as  offered  by  the 
members  of  the  Bow  Bog  Meeting  House  Society;  and  to  accept  a  gift  of  funds 
from  the  said  Bow  Bog  Meeting  House  Society  in  the  amount  of  approximately 
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$4,000.00  to  be  held  in  Trust  for  the  maintenance  and  care  of  said  historical 
building  and  site,  in  accordance  with  RSA  31:19,  such  trust  fund  to  be 
separately  invested  and  to  be  used,  income  and  principal,  for  such  upkeep 
purposes  as  the  Selectmen  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

ARTICLE  #10:  Was  moved  by  Al  Ward  and  seconded  by  Dom 
D'Ambruoso.  After  much  discussion  by  Townspeople,  it  was  voted  to 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  behalf  of  the  Town  to  enter  into  a 
cooperative  agreement,  pursuant  to  RSA  Chapter  5 3- A,  for  the  purpose  of 
joining  together  towns  and  cities  in  a  joint  and  cooperative  effort  for  the 
disposal  of  solid  waste  in  a  manner  which  will  meet  Federal  and  State 
regulations  and  for  the  economical  and  efficient  recovery  of  energy  from  said 
solid  waste  disposal.  The  Cooperative  to  be  formed  under  the  cooperative 
agreement  will  be  designated  the  "Concord  Regional  Solid  Waste/Resource 
Recovery  Cooperative".  A  copy  of  the  current  draft  of  the  proposed 
cooperative  agreement  is  posted  with  the  warrant  and  is  available  at  the  Town 
Offices  during  normal  business  hours.  The  adoption  of  this  article  shall  be 
deemed  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  behalf  of  the  Town  specifically 
(A)  to  execute  and  deliver  the  cooperative  agreement  (with  such  changes 
therein  from  the  posted  agreement  as  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  approve, 
such  approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen's 
execution  thereof)  and  such  other  instruments,  documents,  and  agreements  as 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable  in  furtherance  of  the 
purposes  of  the  cooperative  agreement;  (B)  to  cause  to  be  performed  all 
obligations  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  required  pursuant  to  the  terms  of 
the  cooperative  agreement;  and  (C)  to  take  action  relative  thereto.  (NOTE: 
Cooperative  agreement  will  bind  the  Town  for  20  years.  Tipping  fee  range 
proposed  to  be  $12.00  to  $21.00  per  ton). 

ARTICLE  #11:  Was  moved  by  Al  Ward  and  seconded  by  Dom 
D'Ambruoso.  It  was  voted  to  accept  the  budget  as  $1,661,646. 

ARTICLE  #  1 2:  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money 
in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

ARTICLE  #  1 3:  Dick  Weed  reported  that  the  Town  Management  Study 
Committee,  consisting  of  Howard  Cross,  Richard  Shaw,  Reginald  Scott,  Ken 
Strachen  and  Dick  Weed,  has  recommended  that  the  Selectmen  and 
Administrative  Assistant  be  retained. 

Bob  Lougee,  for  Bow  Rescue,  reports  that  two  EMT's  will  be  available  in 
June  after  completion  of  courses. 

It  was  voted  to  accept  these  reports. 


ARTICLE  #  1 4:  Was  moved  by  Al  Ward  and  seconded  by  Jim  Kibby.  As 
there  was  no  further  business  to  transact,  the  meeting  adjourned  at  8:35  PM.

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SELECTMEN'S  MESSAGE 

The  building  boom  advancing  from  the  south  over  the  last  several  years 
appears  to  have  finally  reached  Bow.  One  hundred  eighteen  (118)  building 
permits  were  issued  this  year  compared  to  fifty-nine  (59)  last  year  and  thirty- 
five  (35)  in  1983. 

This  growth  emphasizes  the  need  for  a  good  long  range  plan  with 
professional  advice  on  how  we  should  grow  in  an  orderly  manner. 

We  must  continue  to  encourage  new  businesses  to  come  to  Bow  in  order  to 
maintain  a  desirable  tax  base. 

The  first  phase  of  the  town  sewer  project  is  on  line  and  working 
satisfactorily.  Other  phases  will  be  programmed  to  include  the  Municipal 
Building,  Community  Building  and  the  schools. 

William  Hilton  and  the  town  Administrative  Assistant  have  been 
representing  Bow  on  the  Regional  Refuse  Disposal  Committee.  The  disposal 
unit  will  be  operational  in  Penacook  in  1 988.  Information  on  this  new  method 
of  waste  disposal  has  been  in  the  local  papers.  Negotiations  with  Concord  and 
the  other  26  towns  is  continuing. 

New  dump  stickers  will  be  required  in  March,  1 986  in  order  to  use  the  local 
transfer  station.  These  stickers  will  be  available  in  the  Town  Clerk's  Office  and 
at  the  March  Town  Meeting  voting  day. 

The  volunteers  on  all  our  boards,  commissions  and  committees  have  been 
busier  than  ever  this  year.  We  sincerely  thank  them  for  all  the  time  and  effort 
they  have  given  us  this  year.  We  also  thank  all  the  town  employees  for  their 
support. 

All  citizens  are  encouraged  to  assist  by  volunteering  their  services  to  our 
several  boards  and  commissions.  Forms  to  volunteer  are  available  in  the  Town 
Clerk's  Office  and  will  be  available  at  Town  Meeting. 

As  a  reminder  to  Bow  residents,  the  Bow  Community  Post  Office  is  now 
located  in  the  Bow  Municipal  Building  at  10  Grandview  Road.  Winter  hours 
(September-  May)  are  9:30  A.M.  to  4:00  P.M.  and  Summer  Hours  (June  - 
August)  are  9:30  A.M.  to  12:30  P.M.

III.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  3  as 
Proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning 
Ordinance  as  follows:

2.  Designate  a  duplex  as  a  Special  Exception  in  the  RU 
Zone  (Sec.  5.02,  a-8)  A  duplex  now  requires  a  variance  in 
the  RU  Zone. 

3.  Designate  a  relative's  apartment  as  a  permitted  use  in  the 
RU  and  R  Zones.  ( Sec.  5.02,  a-9)  A  relative's  now  requires  a 
variance  in  the  RU  Zone  and  a  Special  Exception  in  the  R 
Zone. 

4.  Designate  a  cluster  development  as  a  Special  Exception, 
subject  to  Article  XVII,  in  the  RU  and  R  Zones  ( Sec.  5 .02,  a- 
10).  A  Cluster  development  now  requires  a  variance  in  the 
RU  and  R  Zones. 

5.  Designate  a  tourist  home,  hotel,  motel  and  bed  and 
breakfast  as  a  Special  Exception  in  the  1-1  and  1-2  Zones 
( Sec.  5 .02,  b-4).  These  uses  now  require  a  variance  in  the  I- 1 
and  1-2  Zones. 
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6.  Designate  general  service  and  retail  establishments, 
supermarkets,  etc.  as  a  Special  Exception  in  the  1-1, 1-2  and 
Civil  Zones  and  a  permitted  use  in  the  CIV  Zone.  ( Sec.  5.02, 
b-6).  These  uses  now  require  a  variance  in  I- 1 , 1-2  and  CIV 
Zones. 

7.  Designate  restaurant  for  consumption  indoors  on  the 
premises  and  indoor  commercial  recreation,  such  as  bowling, 
as  a  Special  Exception  in  the  1-1  and  1-2  Zones.  (Sec.  5.02, 
b-9).  These  uses  now  require  a  variance  in  the  1-1  and  1-2 
Zones. 

8.  Designate  a  drive-in  restaurant  and  refreshment  stand  as 
a  Special  Exception  in  the  1-1  and  1-2  Zones  (Sec.  5.02,  b- 
10).  These  uses  are  now  permitted  uses  in  the  1-1  and  1-2 
Zones. 

9.  Amend  Sec.  5.02,  c-l-a  to  strike  the  word  "developed" 
and  insert  the  work  "manufactured"  and  designate  products 
manufactured  from  previously  refined  or  processed  materials 
as  requiring  a  Special  Exception  in  the  C  Zone.  This 
amendment  is  intended  to  make  it  clear  that  this  section 
covers  the  manufacturing  of  certain  products.  This  use  is 
currently  permitted  in  the  C  Zone. 

10.  Amend  Sec.  5.02,  c-l-b  and  c-l-c  to  insert  the  phrase 
"manufacture  of  and  to  require  a  Special  Exception  for  the 
manufacture  of  electrical  and  mechanical  instruments, 
appliances,  optical  goods,  cosmetics,  toiletries  and  pharma- 
ceutical products  in  the  C-Zone.  These  uses  now  require  a 
variance  in  the  C-Zone. 

1 1 .  Designate  administrative  offices  (data  processing  centers, 
etc.)  as  a  Special  Exception  (subject  to  Sec.  14.06(b))  in  the 
RU  Zone  (Sec.  5.02,  c-l-d).  These  uses  now  require  a 
Variance  in  the  RU  Zone. 

12.  Amend  Sec.  5.02,  c-6  by  deleting  the  phrase  "paint 
manufacture  not  employing  a  boiling  or  rendering  process." 
This  amendment  would  eliminate  the  manufacture  of  highly 
volatile  materials. 

13.  Designate  "essential  public  services"  as  a  Special 
Exception  in  all  Zones  (Sec.  5.02  d-1).  Essential  public 
services  are  now  permitted  in  all  Zones  but  the  CIV  Zone, 
where  a  variance  is  required. 

14.  Designate  "commercial  radio  or  television  tower"  as  a 
Special  Exception  in  the  RU,  C,  I- 1 , 1-2,  FA  and  FB  Zones 
(Sec.  5.02,  d-2).  These  uses  are  now  permitted  by  right  in 
these  Zones. 

15.  Designate  a  "Church  or  other  place  of  worship,  parson- 
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age"  as  a  Permitted  Use  in  the  RU  and  R  Zones  and  as  a 
Variance  in  the  FA  and  FB  Zones  (Sec.  5.02,  e-1).  These 
uses  now  require  a  special  exception  in  the  RU  and  R  Zones 
and  a  special  exception  in  the  FA  and  FB  Zones. 

1 6.  Designate  a  non-public  cemetery  as  a  variance  in  the  R, 
C,  1-1  and  1-2  Zones  (Sec.  5.02,  e-2).  A  cemetery  now  is  a 
special  exception  in  the  R  Zone  and  permitted  in  the  C,  1-1 
and  1-2  Zones. 

17.  Designate  hospital,  nursing  home  and  elderly  housing  as 
a  special  exception  in  the  RU  and  R  Zones  (Sec.  5.02,  e-3). 
These  uses  now  require  a  variance  in  the  RU  and  R  Zones. 

1 8.  Designate  a  non-public  golf  course,  country  club,  tennis 
court  as  a  variance  in  the  C,  I- 1  and  1-2  Zones  and  insert  the 
phrase  "(subject  to  Sec.  14.04)".  (Sec.  5.02,  e-4).  These 
uses  are  now  permitted  by  right  in  the  C,  1-1  and  1-2  Zones. 

1 9.  Designate  non-public  park  or  playground  as  a  Variance 
in  the  C,  1-1  and  1-2  Zones  (Sec.  5.02,  e-7).  These  uses  are 
now  permitted  by  right  in  the  C,  1-1  and  1-2  Zones. 

20.  Designate  a  library,  museum  as  a  Variance  in  the  C 
Zone  (Sec.  5.02,  e-8).  This  use  is  now  permitted  by  right  in 
the  C  Zone. 

21.  Designate  a  commercial  greenhouse  as  a  Special 
Exception  in  the  RU  Zone  and  as  a  Permitted  Use  in  the  FA 
Zone  (Sec.  5.02,  f-5).  These  uses  now  are  permitted  by  right 
in  the  RU  Zone  and  require  a  special  exception  in  the  FA 
Zone. 

V.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  5  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning 
Ordinance,  as  follows: 

The  effect  of  this  Amendment  would  be  to  reduce  the 
dimensional  requirements  for  certain  logs  services  by  public 
sewerage. 

VI.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  6  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning 
Ordinance,  as  follows: 

This  Amendment  clarifies  what  constitutes  a  sign,  establishes 
a  Permit  and  Application  Fee  Procedure,  and  regulates  the 
size,  height,  type  and  placement  of  signs. 

VII.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  7  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning 
Ordinance,  as  follows: 
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The  effect  of  this  Amendment  would  be  to  require  one  ( 1 ) 
parking  space  per  80  square  feet  of  area  for  places  of  public 
assembly  which  do  not  provide  permanent  seating. 

VTII.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  8  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning 
Ordinance  as  follows: 

The  effect  of  this  Amendment  would  be  to  give  the  Selectmen 
and  Building  Inspector  concurrent  authority  to  administer 
and  enforce  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  impose  certain  conditions 
and  procedures  for  building  permits  and  occupancy  certifi- 
cates and  impose  a  fine  of  $100  per  day  for  each  day  of 
violation  of  the  Ordinance.  This  Amendment  would  also 
delete  Sec.  12.03  relating  to  Planning  Board  site  review 
regulations.  Those  regulations  will  be  considered  separately 
by  the  Planning  Board  as  part  of  the  Planning  Board 
Regulations. 

IX.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  9  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning 
Ordinance,  as  follows: 

The  effect  of  this  Amendment  is  to  conform  to  recent 
amendments  to  RSA  676:7. 

X.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  10  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning 
Ordinance,  as  follows: 

The  effect  of  this  Amendment  will  be  to  permit  mobile  home 
parks  on  a  private  sewerage  system,  provided  that  it  is 
approved  by  the  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control 
Commission  Regulations. 

XI.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  1 1  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning 
Ordinance,  as  follows: 

This  is  a  housekeeping  Amendment  relating  to  multi-family 
dwellings. 

XII.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  No.  12  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning 
Ordinance,  as  follows: 

The  effect  of  this  Amendment  would  be  to  give  the  Zoning 
Board  of  Adjustment  the  final  authority  to  determine  the 
amount  of  the  bond  required  to  ensure  restoration  of  gravel 
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pits  when  the  permit  expires. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Eleven 
Thousand  Six  Hundred  Dollars  ($11,600.00)  to  purchase  a  new 
police  cruiser  and,  in  order  to  fund  such  appropriation,  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  such  sum  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund 
established  under  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of 
1972. 

(Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee)

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the  following  ordinance  as 
authorized  under  RSA  261 :  157-a: 

The  Town  of  Bow  will  waive  the  fee  to  be  charged  for  a  permit  to 
register  one  motor  vehicle  owned  by  any  person  who  was  captured 
and  incarcerated  for  30  days  or  more  while  serving  in  a  qualifying 
war  or  armed  conflict  as  defined  in  RSA  72:28,  IV,  and  who  was 
honorably  discharged,  providing  the  person  has  provided  the  Town 
Clerk  with  satisfactory  proof  of  these  circumstances.

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Eight  Hundred  Fifty  Dollars  ($45,850.00)  from  the  capital  reserve 
fund  for  Replacement  of  Highway  Equipment. 

(Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee)

We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  combining, 
individual  fund  and  account  group  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Bow, 
New  Hampshire  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,1 985,  as  listed  in 
the  table  of  contents.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  auditing  standards  and,  accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  the 
accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered 
necessary  in  the  circumstances.

The  construction  of  a  new  Dog  Pound  was  accomplished  in  1 985  and  was 
long  overdue,  as  it  replaced  a  deteriorated  and  obsolete  structure.  The  new 
Dog  Pound  conforms  to  State  Safety  Standards  for  the  sheltering  of  canines 
and  should  serve  the  community  for  years  to  come.  A  special  thanks  to  the 
Highway  Department  workers  who  were  responsible  for  the  construction  of 
the  building. 

Reportable  Motor  Vehicle  Accidents  totaled  92  in  1985.  Unfortunately 
two  of  them  were  fatal.  Speed  and/or  D.W.I,  are  the  two  most  common  causes 
of  accidents  in  Bow. 

Your  Police  Department  is  proud  to  report  that  there  were  only  10 
burglaries  reported  in  1985,  as  compared  to  18  in  1984.  Six  of  the  ten 
burglaries  were  residential,  the  remaining  four  were  industrial. 

On  September  27,  1985  we  received  the  remnants  of  hurricane  "Gloria" 
which  resulted  in  approximately  43  calls  from  citizens.  The  incoming  calls 
ranged  from  wires  arcing  to  trees  downed.  The  calls  were  received  by  our 
Dispatch  Center  and  our  Civil  Defense  HQ  both  of  which  are  located  at  the 
Community  Building.  The  two  departments  worked  together  to  dispatch  the 
manpower  and  equipment  deemed  necessary  to  respond  to  a  given  call  or 
situation.  Although  the  storm  had  lost  much  of  its  punch  before  striking  us  it 
did  enable  us  to  experience  the  coordinated  efforts  among  departments  in  an 
emergency  situation.  I  must  say  the  cooperation  between  the  Police 
department,  Highway  department,  Rescue  Squad,  Fire  department,  Concord 
Electric  and  our  Civil  Defense  department,  demonstrated  total  team  effort  in 
all  situations.  All  of  us  working  together  with  one  goal  in  mind,  "to  protect  the 
residents  of  Bow". 

At  this  time  I  want  to  thank  the  Bow  Rotary  Club  and  all  the  Industries  and 
Businesses  involved,  for  their  continued  support  and  donations  to  the  Bow 
Police  Associations,  for  various  programs  and  projects.  It  is  much  appreciated. 
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I  want  to  thank  all  the  residents  of  Bow  for  the  continued  support, 
cooperation  and  assistance  given  my  department  last  year.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1984  and  June  1985,  we  experienced  more  forest  fires 
throughout  our  state  than  in  any  year  in  the  last  50.  Two  of  the  leading  causes 
of  the  1 ,605  fires  were  children  and  fires  kindled  without  written  permission  of 
a  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Both  causes  are  preventable,  but  only  v/ithyour  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire 
prevention.  Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulations  is  the  responsibility  of 
State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations; 
however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest  law 
may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  will  become  responsible  for  the  timber  tax 
payment  starting  April  1,  1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law  that 
will  impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of  Selectmen  for  timber 
tax  forms.

To  the  Citizens  of  Bow:  I  hereby  respectfully  submit  my  1985  report. 

As  predicted  in  the  1984  report,  the  Town  of  Bow  has  experienced 
phenomenal  growth.  Single  family  residences  have  doubled  in  number  from 
1984  and  have  more  than  tripled  in  number  from  1983.  Industrial  and 
Commercial  activity  is  at  a  minimum  with  minor  expansion  and  renovations 
being  made  within  the  existing  businesses.  More  activity  in  this  area  is 
expected  to  follow  in  1986. 

Subdivisions  as  expected  have  increased  two-fold.  Many  new  roads  have 
been  added  to  the  town  in  1985.  Potential  building  lots  have  more  than 
doubled.  This  department  is  again  forecasting  a  very  active  1986.  Single 
family  building  permits  are  expected  to  be  equal  to  or  slightly  above  the 
previous  year. 

Year  ending  1985  Phase  I  of  the  Sewer  Project  has  been  completed.  The 
industrial  and  commercial  businesses  along  Hall  St.  and  Rt.  3-A  north  have 
been  connected  to  the  new  system.  Residential  buildings  that  have  not 
connected  at  this  time,  will  be  connected  by  early  spring.  Road  improvements 
and  traffic  problems  have  been  corrected  and  further  disruption  to  the  residents 
of  Bow  should  be  at  a  minimum. 

Beautification  of  the  cemetery  has  been  made  by  the  addition  of  evergreen 
trees  in  designated  areas,  which  have  been  donated  to  the  Town  of  Bow  by  Mr. 
Robert  W.  Bennett,  Director  of  Bennett  Funeral  Home.  I  wish  to  thank  Mr. 
Bennett  for  his  generosity.  Future  improvements  in  the  area  of  Evans  West  will 
hopefully  include  the  addition  of  entrance  signs  and  further  developments  of 
the  perimeter  area  for  larger  plots.  As  in  Evans  West  Cemetery,  we  hope  to 
place  entrance  signs  at  Alexander  Cemetery  on  River  Road  in  the  near  future. 

At  this  time,  I  once  again  wish  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  the  residents  of 
Bow,  all  departments  and  department  heads  for  the  cooperation  and  assistance 
given  to  my  department,  making  all  the  accomplishments  in  1985  possible.

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BOW  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

1985  brought  several  changes  in  Highway  Department  personnel.  Don 
Dunlap  stepped  down  as  Road  Agent  and  was  replaced  by  Leighton  Cleverly; 
Jerry  Bourque  came  to  the  department  as  head  mechanic  and  foreman;  Scott 
Engelmeier  was  hired  in  September  as  a  mechanic's  helper;  Wayne  Tacy 
started  in  late  December  as  a  truck  driver.  At  this  time  we  are  still  one  driver 
short. 

Some  of  the  projects  completed  in  1985  were: 

-  Enlarging  and  paving  the  upper  parking  lot  at  the  Municipal  Building 

-  Paving  the  excavated  area  between  the  Fire  Station  and  pond. 

-  Paving  Eastview  and  Lincoln  Drive 

-  We  completed  our  sealing  program  in  October 

-  Evans  Cemetery  expansion  was  finished  last  summer 

-  Improvements  at  Alexander  Cemetery  were  started  with  the  planting 
of  shrubs  and  flowering  trees 

-  Landscaping  around  the  Rescue  Building  was  completed  by  mid- 
summer 

-  Sprucing  up  the  dump  entrance  was  a  short  fill-in  project,  but 
seemed  to  be  the  biggest  eye-catcher 

-  Replacing  the  old  dog  pound  with  a  modern  heated  kennel  was  the 
last  of  the  year's  special  projects 

Four  new  roads  were  built  in  1985.  They  are  Buckingham,  One  Stack, 
Surrey  Coach  and  Tower  High.  There  are  at  least  five  new  roads  planned  in 
1986.  As  the  number  of  road  miles  increases,  the  need  for  additional 
equipment  and  personnel  also  increases. 

In  1986  we  plan  to  do  more  paving  and  less  sealing  of  roads;  this  will  add 
strength  to  the  roads  and  produce  a  much  longer  lasting  wearing  surface. 

With  the  amount  of  development  in  Town,  many  of  our  roads  that  were 
adequate  ten  years  ago  are  now  seeing  a  traffic  flow  so  increased  they  are  now 
dangerous.  We  will  be  improving  these  roads  and  intersections  starting  with 
the  worst  and  completing  as  money  will  allow. 
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The  help  of  the  Town  Engineer,  Police  Department  and  Board  of 
Selectmen  has  been  much  appreciated  by  the  Highway  Department  in 
pinpointing  trouble  spots  and  suggestions  on  how  to  make  our  highways  safer 
for  all.

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PLANNING  BOARD 

Your  Planning  Board  had  a  very  busy  year  in  1985.  It  has  reviewed  40 
applications.  This  included  10  major  sub-divisions  containing  125  buildable 
house  lots,  and  17  minor  sub-divisions  containing  32  buildable  house  lots.  It 
also  has  reviewed  8  non-residential  applications  and  5  lot  line  adjustments.  It 
has  conducted  9  on  site  reviews  in  conjunction  with  these  applications. 

This  year  we  are  submitting  changes  to  the  town's  zoning  ordinances. 
These  changes  are  being  submitted  to  update  our  regulations  to  comply  with 
recent  changes  in  federal  and  state  laws  regarding  the  right  to  use  and 
enjoyment  of  one's  property.  We  are  also  submitting  general  housekeeping 
changes  as  well  as  a  revised  sign  ordinance.  The  site  review  regulation  of  the 
Bow  subdivision  regulations  will  be  reviewed  and  changes  submitted  at  a 
future  public  hearing.  The  changes  to  be  submitted  will  allow  the  Planning 
Board  to  review  all  multi  family  and  certain  non-residential  developments 
assuring  the  town  representation  prior  to  the  issuance  of  building  permits. 

The  Planning  Board  believes  that  these  proposed  changes  are  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  town  and  are  needed  measures  for  good  planning  and  orderly 
growth.

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BOW  ZONING  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

The  members  of  the  Bow  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  held  twelve  regular 
monthly  meetings  during  1985  with  five  public  hearings  for  Variances, 
nineteen  public  hearings  for  Special  Exceptions,  and  one  public  hearing  for  an 
Administrative  Decision. 

Gravel  pit  permits  were  reviewed  this  year  for  renewal.  As  required  in  our 
Zoning  Ordinances,  they  were  first  reviewed  by  the  Bow  Planning  Board  and 
then  scheduled  for  public  hearings.  Working  together  as  Boards  on  the  renewal 
of  these  permits  assures  the  Town  of  Bow  control.  We  have  found  it 
advantageous  to  renew  these  permits  on  a  five-year  period  with  yearly  on  site 
reviews. 

Daycare  facilities  were  also  addressed  several  times  this  year  by  the  Board. 
Changes  to  the  Zoning  Ordinances  in  1985  by  Town  vote  enabled  us  to  take 
more  consistent  actions  in  regulating  these  facilities. 

We  appreciate  the  input  received  at  our  public  hearings  from  the 
townspeople  and  look  forward  to  continued  participation  in  1986. 

We  also  appreciate  the  cooperation  and  support  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  all  other  Boards  and  Commissions.

The  Bow  Conservation  Commission  welcomed  Ingersoll  Arnold  as  a  new 
member  and  accepted  with  reluctance  the  resignation  of  Carol  Gouin.  For 
many  years  Carol  kept  the  expense  and  income  records  for  each  town  owned 
lot  and  her  work  on  the  commission  will  be  missed. 

Annually  the  Commission  sponsors  two  students  to  summer  conservation 
camp.  This  past  year  Jennifer  Tisdale  and  Chris  Jameson  attended  and 
reported  favorably  on  their  experiences.  If  you  have  a  son  or  daughter  between 
the  ages  of  1 3  and  1 8  who  has  completed  the  8th  grade  and  is  interested  in 
conservation  and  ecology,  contact  Faye  Johnson  (228-8149)  for  further 
information. 

The  Commission  reviewed  all  dredge  and  fill  applications  coming  to  their 
attention  and  took  corrective  action  on  five. 

The  BCC  applied  for  and  received  tree  farm  certification  for  the  town's 
1,154  acres  of  forest  land  and  signs  identifying  the  lots  are  being  erected. 

Forest  management  plans  have  been  completed  on  Lot  77,  Block  4  (Albin 
Rd.)  and  updated  on  Lot  97,  Block  2  (Robinson  Rd.)  and  Lot  138,  Block  3 
(Knox  Rd.). 

David  Olson  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  has  completed  a  wildlife 
management  plan  on  Lot  97,  Block  2  (Robinson  Rd.)  as  part  of  the  overall 
management  plans  of  town  land. 

The  access  road  to  Lot  138,  Block  3  (Knox  Rd.)  has  been  relocated  from 
private  land  to  town  owned  land  and  will  be  constructed  in  1986. 

Survey  lines  on  Lot  77,  Block  4  (Albin  Rd.)  have  been  reblazed  and 
painted  to  maintain  accuracy. 

Plans  for  1986  include  wildlife  management  plan  on  Lot  138,  Block  3 
(Knox  Rd.);  selective  timber  harvests  on  Lot  77,  Block  4  (Albin  Rd.)  and  Lot 
63,  Block  3  (Branch  Londonderry  Turnpike)  and  a  biomass  cut  for  forest  and 
wildlife  improvement  on  Lot  97,  Block  2  (Robinson  Rd.);  construction  of 
access  road  on  Lot  1 38,  Block  3  (Knox  Rd.);  management  plan  update  on  Lots 
26  and  27,  Block  4  (Clinton  St.);  and  establishment  of  possible  future  public 
water  supply  areas. 

The  Bow  Conservation  Commission  is  pleased  to  have  raised  $26,839.98 
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for  the  Town  of  Bow  this  year  through  timber  harvests  and  proper  forest 
management  and  is  anticipating  additional  revenues  in  1 986.  The  Commission 
meets  every  third  Monday  of  the  month  at  7:30  P.M.  in  the  Municipal  Building 
and  all  interested  parties  are  welcome  to  attend.

Meetings  of  the  Bow  Sewer  Commission  are  held  on  the  first  Monday  of 
each  month  at  the  Bow  Municipal  Building,  commencing  at  5:00  P.M.  Any 
interested  citizens  are  invited  to  attend  these  meetings. 

The  Commission  had  another  busy  year  in  preparation  of  Phase  I  of  the 
Towns'  first  Sewer  Project,  which  includes  a  portion  of  Route  3  A  and  Hall  St. 

After  a  number  of  small  delays  the  project  finally  came  together  and  the 
reward  was  an  operating  system. 

By  Mid-December  most  industries  and  a  few  residences  along  Route  3A 
and  Hall  St.  were  tied  into  the  sewer  and  flowing.  The  balance  of  industries  and 
residences  will  be  tied  into  the  system  by  mid-summer  of  1986. 

The  large  green  object  located  at  the  comer  of  Hall  St.  and  Route  3  A  is  the 
back-up  diesel  generator  for  the  pump  system  located  beside  it.  Every 
Saturday  at  12:00  P.M.  the  generator  automatically  starts  as  a  test.  The 
generator  automatically  comes  on  in  case  of  a  power  failure.  There  are  future 
plans  of  planting  some  shrubbery  around  the  fence  to  make  the  pumping  station 
look  better. 

The  Commission  is  currently  undergoing  cost  analysis  and  feasibility 
studies  for  additional  future  phases  of  the  sewer  project  to  accomodate  the 
current  expansion  and  future  expansion  in  the  Town  of  Bow. 

The  Commission  would  like  to  express  their  appreciation  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  especially  Bud  Currier,  Town  Engineer,  for  overseeing  the 
project  and  his  valuable  recommendations.

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CONCORD  REGIONAL  VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 

The  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc.  continued  to 
service  Bow  for  this  past  year.  In  the  Home  Care  Program,  service  is  provided 
under  a  physician's  plan  of  treatment  to  patients  who  are  essentially 
homebound  with  diagnosed  illness.  This  service  is  rendered  by  health 
professionals  (Registered  Nurses,  Physical  Therapist,  Occupational 
Therapist,  Speech  Therapist,  Nutritionist)  and  paraprofessionals,  (Home- 
maker/Home  Health  Aides,  Home  Assistants)  according  to  the  patient's  and 
family's  needs.  Hospice  care  is  provided  to  patients  in  the  last  six  months  of  a 
terminal  illness.  The  Health  Promotion  Program  has  services  (child  health, 
family  planning,  screening)  that  are  provided  to  low  income/high  risk  patients 
and  families  in  group  settings,  such  as  clinic  and  screening  sites. 

Health  Education  and  Instruction  is  part  of  each  home  visit  or  clinic  visit. 

Anyone  in  Bow  may  request  service;  patient,  doctor,  health  facility,  pastor, 
friend  or  neighbor.  Patients  are  also  referred  by  other  agencies.  All  requests 
are  answered,  but  continuing  home  care  can  be  provided  only  with  a 
physician's  orders. 

A  call  to  the  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc.,  (224- 
4093)  between  the  hours  of  8  a.m.  and  7  p.m.,  seven  days  a  week  is  all  that  is 
necessary  to  start  services  or  make  inquiries.  Hospice  staff  are  on  call  (224- 
4093)  7  p.m.  to  8  a.m. 

Federal  regulations  specify  a  charge  is  applicable  to  all  visits.  Fees  are 
scaled  for  those  unable  to  pay  the  charge  if  that  person  has  no  other  funding 
source  available.  However,  for  fee  scaling,  federal  regulations  require  a 
financial  statement  be  completed  and  a  fee  appropriate  for  which  the  patient 
will  be  responsible.  Town  monies  subsidize  those  visits  that  are  scaled  or  that 
no  fee  is  collectible. 

This  Agency  is  accredited  by  National  League  for  Nursing  and  American 
Public  Health  Association  Certified  for  Medicare  and  is  a  member  agency  of 
Home  Care  Association  of  New  Hampshire,  United  Way  of  Merrimack 
County,  and  National  Association  for  Home  Care.

The  Athletic  Club  once  again  had  a  very  successful  year  in  all  of  the 
seasonal  sports.  Baseball  saw  a  slight  decline  especially  in  the  older  age 
groups.  Softball  continued  with  about  the  same  numbers.  These  two  spring 
sports  still  did  serve  approximately  225  children  from  ages  seven  through 
eighteen.  Soccer  is  following  the  national  trend  in  town  and  the  numbers 
continue  to  grow.  This  year  two  new  programs  were  added  in  addition  to  our 
regular  six  coed  teams  in  grades  three  through  six.  A  coed  instructional  league 
was  organized  for  grades  one  and  two  by  Ann  D'Ambruoso  and  an  all  girl's 
team  was  established  for  grades  seven  through  nine.  A  total  of  approximately 
240  children  participated.  The  club  also  introduced  the  North  American 
Soccer  Camps  which  is  a  one  week  camp  held  in  town  and  taught  by  English 
instructors.  The  lack  of  numbers  affected  the  proposed  football  program  and 
most  players  went  to  the  Pop  Warner  League  in  Hooksett.  The  basketball 
program  also  continues  to  grow  with  over  130  children  participating  in  a 
variety  of  programs  (including  cheering)  in  grades  three  through  eight. 

All  of  these  program  would  not  be  possible  if  it  were  not  for  the  involvement 
of  many  businesses  who  help  us  raise  the  dollars  that  are  vital  to  provide 
funding.  The  key  to  our  success  over  the  years  is  the  involvement  of  the  many 
volunteers  who  donate  their  time  as  coaches,  umpires,  referees,  and 
"concession"  organizers.  I  would  like  to  thank  the  current  president  for 
allowing  me  to  write  this  year  end  report  and  for  saying  to  all  of  you  who  have 
made  my  job  as  President  very  easy,  thanks  for  a  job  well  done;  the  youth  of 
Bow  are  lucky  to  have  you.

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BOW  GARDEN  CLUB  REPORT 

The  Bow  Garden  Club,  which  is  a  member  of  the  National  Council  of  State 
Garden  Clubs  Inc.  was  founded  by  Mrs.  Carl  A.  Dahlgren  in  1964.  Presently 
the  club  has  a  membership  of  forty-two  and  welcomes  new  members. 

The  goals  of  the  club  are  to  encourage  interest  in  all  phases  of  gardening 
and  horticulture;  to  aid  in  the  protection  and  conservation  of  natural  resources; 
and  to  assist  in  the  beautification  of  the  community. 

A  Junior  Garden  Club,  The  Bow  Twigs,  became  very  active  this  year 
winning  numerous  awards  for  their  exhibits  at  the  State  Federation  Flower 
Show  held  in  Manchester.  The  Twigs  also  planted  a  lilac  bush  at  the  new

Every  year  at  Thanksgiving  a  basket  of  food  is  donated  and  at  Christmas 
time  wreaths  for  the  Municipal  Buildings  and  a  plant  for  the  Library  are 
provided.  The  club  also  sponsored  its  first  Outdoor  Christmas  Decorating 
Contest  with  prizes  being  awarded. 

Our  speakers  covered  a  wide  range  of  topics  this  year  namely,  "Table 
Settings",  "Home  Landscaping",  "Flying  Jewels",  "Herbs  to  Grow  and 
Enjoy",  "Orchids",  and  "The  History  of  American  Flower  Arranging". 

Included  among  the  club's  numerous  regular  contributions  was  a  donation 
to  the  Statue  of  Liberty  Restoration  Project.

A  duly  called  meeting  of  the  legal  voters  of  the  Bow  School  District  was 
held  at  the  Bow  Memorial  School  on  Wednesday,  March  20,  1985,  at  7:00 
P.M.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Dom  S.  D'Ambruoso,  Moderator. 
He  announced  that  Robert  J.  Lynn  was  re-elected  for  a  three  year  term  as 
school  board  member.  He  then  proceeded  with  the  reading  of  the  School 
Warrant  upon  which  the  following  action  was  taken:

VOTED:  to  accept  the  salaries  of  the  School  Board  and  the  compensation  of 
any  other  officer  or  agent  of  the  District  as  they  are  printed  in  the  Town  Report. 
(Article  1)

VOTED:  to  accept  the  reports  of  Agents.  Auditors.  Committees  or  Officers 
chosen  as  they  are  printed  in  the  Town  Report.  (Article  2)

VOTED:  that  the  District  authorize  the  School  Board  to  make  applications  for 
and  to  expend,  on  behalf  of  the  District,  any  or  all  grants  or  offers  for 
educational  purposes  which  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  any 
source  including  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and/or  United  States 
Government  and  to  appropriate  any  funds  anticipated  from  such  sources

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board

We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  combining 
fund  and  account  group  financial  statements  of  the  Bow  School  District  as  of 
and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1985,  as  listed  in  the  accompanying  table  of 
contents.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
government  auditing  standards  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the 
accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered 
necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  IB,  the  combined  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  do  not  include  financial  statements  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of 
Accounts,  which  should  be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of 
Accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation  as  explained  in  the  above 
paragraph,  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  combining  fund  and 
account  group  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly  the 
financial  position  of  the  Bow  School  District  at  June  30,  1 985  and  the  results 
of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding 
year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the 
combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.  The  combining  fund  and 
account  group  financial  statements  and  supplemental  schedules  listed  in  the 
table  of  contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are  not  a 
required  part  of  the  combined  financial  statements  of  the  Bow  School  District. 
The  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the 
examination  of  the  combined  financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion  is  stated 
fairly  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  combined  financial  statements 
taken  as  a  whole.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens: 

The  1985-86  school  year  looks  to  be  the  year  of  realization  that  previous 
years'  talk  of  growth  has  firmly  come  to  rest.  Simply  talking  about  growth  will 
not  solve  the  problem  of  space  needs.  The  school  facilities  for  the  past  several 
years  have  absorbed  the  continuing  trend  of  pupil  growth  -  some  by  adequate 
buildings  planned  over  a  decade  ago,  most  by  make-shift  modifications  to 
existing  plants  -  by  partitioning  core  facility  areas,  using  satellite  buildings, 
incorporating  larger  class  sizes,  and  acquiring  portable  classrooms.  Although 
there  appears  no  consistent  procedure  for  resolution  across  SAU  #19,  there 
does  appear  a  consistent  and  steady  pattern  of  growth  which  indicates  existing 
facilities  are  at  capacity  and  beyond. 

The  respective  Districts  in  the  SAU  #19  each  have  unique  problems 
which  can  be  resolved  only  through  continued  local  planning  and  commitment 
to  resolution. 

The  long  overdue  facility  needs  at  the  elementary  and  secondary  grade 
levels  in  Weare  will  find  some  resolve  in  the  construction  of  the  John  Stark 
Cooperative  High  School.  Opportunities  for  necessary  basic  standards  for 
high  school  students  will  be  in  effect  along  with  expanded  opportunities  in 
elective  courses  and  programs.  These  undoubtedly  enhance  education  for 
Weare  students.  Additionally  relief  for  elementary  and  junior  high  school 
programming  will  also  result  but  only  with  continued  commitment  to  the 
facility  needs  at  Grades  R-8. 

The  New  Boston  effort  with  a  new  multi-purpose  building  and  added 
classroom  space  for  grades  R-6  will  ease  the  long  standing  inadequacy  of  use  of 
the  town  hall  for  lunch  and  physical  education.  Appropriate  classes  for  the 
special  needs  programs  can  be  met  as  well  as  a  needed  centralized  school 
library   and  immediate  classroom  space. 

Goffstown's  space  and  facilities  needs  are  significantly  evident  this  school 
year  requiring  both  short  term  and  long  term  procedures  and  planning. 
Partitioning  of  existing  core  facility  space  at  the  Junior/Senior  High  School 
level,  the  acquisition  of  a  portable  classroom,  and  use  of  a  basement  facility 
will  ease  some  of  the  space  shortage  for  September,  1986.  However,  a  more 
lasting  resolution  hopefully  will  evolve  from  the  efforts  of  a  newly  formed 
Space  Needs  Study  Committee  comprised  of  School  Board  members  and 
interested  citizens.  A  small  grant  of  funds  has  been  budgeted  for  professional 
assistance  in  the  survey  studies. 
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Dunbarton  and  Bow  do  not  see  immediate  consequential  space  problems 
because  both  communities  built  facilities  when  growth  was  earlier  recognized; 
however,  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  continued  close  observation  of  student 
growth  is  necessary  to  keep  abreast  of  an  increasing  pupil  population  in  this 
portion  of  the  State. 

I  can  only  encourage  the  continued  foresight  of  the  respective  communities. 
In  my  short  stay  as  "interim"  Superintendent,  I  express  appreciation  for  the 
cooperation  of  the  Boards  and  citizens.  The  SAU  is  fortunate  to  have  supportive 
administrative  personnel  whose  earnest  attention  to  the  daily  operation  of  all 
District  schools  has  allowed  a  smooth  and  positive  transition  between 
permanent  Superintendents  of  Schools.  I  am  grateful  to  each  of  them  for  their 
assistance  and  sharing  of  knowledge.

BOW  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL/BOW  MEMORIAL  SCHOOL 

As  we  look  around  our  town,  we  see  evidence  of  a  lot  of  growth  -  new 
streets  with  new  homes,  additional  homes  on  older  streets,  and  proposals  of 
still  uncharted  developments.  This  is  not  the  first  time  that  we  have  been  faced 
with  these  concerns. 

In  1964,  the  Bow  School  District  moved  grades  5-8  out  of  the  Bow  Mills 
School  into  a  new  facility  called  the  Bow  Memorial  School.  This  left  grades  1- 
4  at  the  Bow  Mills  School  with  eight  classrooms,  a  lunchroom  and  a  multi- 
purpose room.  The  new  Bow  Memorial  School  had  seven  classrooms,  a 
library/classroom,  a  home  economics  room,  a  science  laboratory,  an  industrial 
arts  room  and  the  present  lunchroom. 

In  1 970,  all  of  the  students  from  the  Mills  School  were  moved  to  the  new 
Bow  Memorial  School  addition  which  had  two  large  open  classroom  areas,  a 
large  library/resource  center,  a  music  room,  an  art  room,  a  science  room,  a 
woodworking  shop  addition,  a  gymnasium  and  other  small  storage  rooms. 
Also,  in  this  year,  we  added  kindergarten  and  full-time  guidance,  art  and  music 
to  our  program. 

When  we  moved  into  the  Bow  Memorial  facility  in  1 964,  we  had  three 
empty  classrooms,  but  we  could  see  that  Bow  was  growing  and  that  we  had  to 
plan  for  future  student  growth.  In  1967,  a  building  committee  was  appointed 
and  it  was  decided  to  house  all  of  Bow's  elementary  school  children  at  one  site. 

For  the  school  year  1 96 3-64,  our  enrollment  for  grades  1-8  was  3 1 0.  In  the 
school  year  1964-65,  enrollment  had  increased  to  320,  and  when  we  moved 
into  the  addition  in  the  school  year  1970-71,  the  K-8  enrollment  was  535. 

In  1974-75,  due  to  increased  enrollment  in  Concord  and  overcrowding  of 
their  junior  high  facility  at  Rundlett,  Concord  asked  that  we  keep  grade  9  in 
Bow  and  continue  sending  grades  10-1 2  to  Concord  High  School.  As  we  had 
room  for  650  students,  we  could  expand  our  program  to  include  grade  9  and  to 
offer  them  an  almost  duplicate  program  of  studies. 

As  Bow  continued  to  grow,  other  educational  alternatives  were  explored 
such  as  Bow's  own  high  school  and  joining  with  other  towns  for  a  cooperative 
high  school.  Ultimately,  it  was  decided  that  we  should  build  an  elementary 
school  to  house  grades  K-4  and  remodel  the  Bow  Memorial  School  to  house 
grades  5-9.  Thus,  we  moved  into  the  new  Bow  Elementary  School  in  the  school 
year  1979-80. 
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At  that  time,  population  projections  showed  that,  given  the  same  rate  of 
growth,  the  school  facilities  would  reach  capacity  in  seven  years.  When  we 
moved  into  the  Bow  Elementary  School,  the  enrollment  in  K-4  was  378  and 
414  for  grades  5-9.  However,  population  projections  are  only  as  good  as  the 
economic  times,  and  due  to  high  interest  rates  and  a  recession,  the  tremendous 
growth  that  we  were  experiencing  slowed  down  to  a  trickle  and  our  school 
enrollment  actually  declined  until  the  school  year  1983-84  at  which  time  we 
had  328  students  in  grades  K-4  and  392  in  grades  5-9. 

Economic  conditions  have  improved  in  our  country  and  the  boom  is  on 
again  with  approximately  100  new  homes  being  built  this  past  year.  Out  of 
these  100  homes,  we  have  realized  approximately  60  children,  K-12.  The 
impact  has  not  been  drastic  on  our  physical  plants,  but  it  has  had  an  impact  on 
the  hiring  of  new  staff.  At  the  present  time,  we  are  projecting  358  students  in 
grades  K-4  and  41 1  students  in  grades  5-9  for  the  school  year  1986-87. 

The  Bow  Elementary  School  has  40,000  sq.  ft.  and  is  designed  to 
accommodate  450  students.  Bow  Memorial's  78,000  sq.  ft.  can  house 
approximately  650  students.  These  student  loads  are  based  on  a  25-1 
pupil/teacher  ratio,  therefore,  should  we  drop  the  pupil/teacher  ratio,  the 
buildings  would  not  house  these  numbers.  It  appears  that  with  all  things  being 
as  they  are  today,  if  we  continue  with  a  growth  of  100  new  homes  a  year  with 
approximately  60  more  students  a  year,  we  could  go  four  years  at  the  Bow 
Elementary  School  and  approximately  six  years  at  the  Bow  Memorial  School 
before  we  will  exceed  capacity. 

Should  our  present  arrangement  for  secondary  education  with  Concord 
change  and  they  request  that  we  no  longer  send  our  grades  1 0-1 2  to  Concord, 
this  would  have  a  drastic  impact  on  our  educational  facilities  and  programs. 
We  are  presently  sending  236  students  to  Concord  High  School  in  grades  10- 
12.  One  can  simply  take  the  high  school  enrollment  and  see  that  we  could  not 
house  grades  10-12  in  Bow  without  new  construction. 

We  also  should  learn  the  lesson  of  our  neighbors  in  the  large  urban  areas  to 
the  south  who  experienced  tremendous  growth,  and  through  aging  population 
and  out-migration,  have  closed  many  of  their  newer  school  facilities  within  the 
past  20  years.  We  should  plan  for  growth— but  not  over-build. 

Thanks  to  forward  thinking  Board  members  and  townspeople,  we  have 
managed  to  meet  our  students'  needs  with  regard  to  facilities  and  programs 
very  nicely  for  many  years,  and,  hopefully,  we  will  continue  to  do  so.

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MERIT  PAY  PROGRAM  STUDY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

INTRODUCTION 

This  report  documents  the  efforts  of  the  Merit  Pay  Study  Committee 
during  the  period  from  May,  1985,  to  January,  1986.  The  Committee  was 
formed  as  a  result  of  an  article  presented  and  passed  at  the  1 985  School 
District  meeting.  The  motion  requested  that  a  study  be  conducted  to  determine 
the  feasibility  of  establishing  a  form  of  "merit  pay"  for  the  teaching  staff  of  the 
Bow  School  System.  Merit  pay  systems  can  be  generalized  as  programs  which 
attempt  to  motivate  teachers  by  rewarding  excellence  and  commitment 
through  increased  financial  compensation  and/or  professional  recognition. 

As  a  result  of  the  favorable  vote  on  the  motion,  the  School  District 
Moderator,  Dom  D'Ambruoso,  appointed  a  nine  member  committee  to 
conduct  this  study  and  to  present  a  report  of  their  findings  and  recommenda- 
tions to  the  next  Annual  School  District  Meeting.  The  Committee  consisted  of 
the  following  members;  Harvey  Black  (teacher),  Douglas  Blampied,  Mary 
Boucher,  Joseph  Brouillet,  Dennis  Brown,  Wyatt  Brown,  Robert  Gosling 
(School  Board),  Betsy  Miller,  and  John  Swenson. 

The  Committee  met  at  the  Bow  Elementary  School  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Tuesday  of  each  month  to  conduct  business.  An  extensive  file  of 
resource  material  was  compiled  and  reviewed  to  gain  information  about 
various  methods  of  merit  compensation  systems.  Programs  currently  in 
operation  in  communities  throughout  the  country  were  examined  to  better 
understand  the  potential  application  of  such  programs  to  the  Bow  School 
System.  The  Committee  invited  members  of  concerned  groups  to  meet  and  to 
discuss  their  views  on  the  subject  of  merit  pay.  This  included  the  teachers,  the 
school  principals,  the  district  superintendent,  and  a  representative  of  the 
teachers'  professional  organization  (NEA-NH).  On  October  15,  a  meeting 
was  held  to  receive  input  from  the  public  at  large. 

Additional  meetings  were  held  with  staff  members  from  the  Timberlane 
School  District  and  Pinkerton  Academy,  two  school  systems  in  New 
Hampshire  where  some  form  of  merit  pay  is  in  use.  Merit  pay  has  been 
implemented  in  other  schools  in  the  State,  but  these  are  the  only  ones  currently 
in  operation.  Considerable  insight  into  the  benefits  and  difficulties  of  merit 
systems  was  gained  from  these  meetings.  The  Committee  is  very  grateful  to 
these  individuals  who  so  willingly  volunteered  their  time  to  come  to  Bow  and  to 
share  their  experiences  and  knowledge  on  this  subject. 

The  Committee  reviewed  the  current  teacher  compensation  method  and 
associated  performance  evaluation  process  in  use  for  the  staff  of  the  Bow 
School  System.  One  of  the  questions  that  the  study  must  answer  is  what,  if 
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anything,  is  wrong  with  the  current  compensation  system.  The  Committee  did 
find  need  for  some  improvements  in  the  existing  process  as  an  absolute 
minimum  whether  or  not  a  full  merit  pay  system  is  adopted. 

In  studying  "merit  pay,"  it  becomes  obvious  that  there  are  many  different 
methodologies  possible.  The  Committee  investigated  each  of  the  more  distinct 
forms  of  compensation  systems,  considering  the  advantages  and  disadvantages 
of  each.  Since  "merit  pay"  is  a  specific  form  of  such  programs,  the  Committee 
chose  to  describe  all  of  these  approaches  as  "performance  based  compensa- 
tion." A  description  of  each  of  the  more  prominent  performance  based 
methods  is  given  in  this  Committee's  full  detailed  report. 

Selecting  a  performance  based  system  for  Bow  required  that  the  Committee 
first  establish  the  factors  which  the  program  must  satisfy  and  rank  these  in 
order  of  importance.  A  methodical  process  was  used  to  identify  and  order  the 
evaluation  criteria.  Ten  variations  of  performance  based  programs  were 
selected  and  evaluated  against  each  of  these  factors.  This  process  allowed  the 
Committee,  as  a  group,  to  objectively  identify  the  strengths  and  weaknesses  of 
each  approach.  The  results  of  this  process  were  utilized  to  formulate  the 
system  which  has  been  chosen  for  recommendation. 

KEY  RESULTS 

1.  The  most  promising  of  the  various  methods  of  performance  based 
compensation  is  some  form  of  a  master  teacher/career  ladder  program 
with  a  salary  differential  based  upon  capability  and  effort.  The  system 
should  have  multiple  levels  of  job  positions  to  recognize  the  teacher's 
professional  abilities  and  responsibilities. 

2.  Further  progress  in  implementing  this  kind  of  performance  based  system 
must  come  from  joint  recommendations  of  the  administrators,  school 
board,  teachers,  and  members  of  the  community.  The  parties  involved 
should  utilize  and  expand  on  the  resource  material  developed  by  this 
committee. 

3.  Like  all  options  considered,  this  compensation  approach  will  require  an 
improved  evaluation  process.  The  evaluation  process  is  essential  to  the 
success  of  the  master  teacher/career  ladder  program  and  requires 
building  the  confidence  of  teachers,  administrators,  and  the  public  in  the 
process. 

4.  The  current  evaluation  system  and  resources  to  administer  it,  or  an 
enhanced  process,  are  inadequate.  A  commitment  of  funds,  personnel, 
training,  and  comprehensive  implementation  are  necessary  to  adequately 
improve  the  current  evaluation  process. 

5 .  The  community  should  recognize  that  all  future  efforts  in  implementing 
performance  based  pay  systems  will  involve  increased  costs.  However, 
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the  Committee  feels  these  increases  are  justified  to  improve  the  quality  of 
education  and  teacher  effectiveness. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  A  committee  should  be  established  to  define,  develop,  initiate, and 
maintain  a  master  teacher/career  ladder  performance  based  compensa- 
tion system  tailored  to  the  unique  needs  of  Bow.  This  committee  is  to  be 
comprised  of  five  teachers,  two  local  school  administrators,  one  school 
board  member,  one  budget  committee  member,  and  two  representatives 
from  the  Bow  community. 

2.  Support  the  inclusion  of  funds  within  the  1 986  school  budget  to  begin  the 
development  of  the  master  teacher/career  ladder  program.

THE  CHRISTINA  MARIA  PAVEGLIO 
MEMORIAL  SCHOLARSHIP 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Christina  Maria  Paveglio  Scholarship  Fund 
is  pleased  to  have  a  report  to  the  townspeople  of  Bow  published  for  the  first 
time.  This  Fund  was  established  in  1980  by  friends  of  the  Paveglio  family  in 
memory  of  their  daughter  Christina,  who  died  at  age  1 7  in  an  auto  accident  on 
her  way  to  school.  Its  purpose  is  to  offer  a  scholarship  to  a  Bow  resident  who  is 
graduating  from  a  local  high  school  or  who  is  presently  enrolled  in  a  post- 
secondary  institution. 

The  Fund  began  with  donations  during  the  Spring  of  1 980  and  has  grown  to 
a  balance  of  over  $8,000  through  two  annual  fundraisers  and  continued 
donations.

This  event  has  been  increasingly  successful  each  year 
largely  due  to  the  donation  of  numerous  prizes  by  area  craftspeople  and 
businesses,  as  well  as  the  overwhelming  assistance  of  townspeople  in  the  sales 
and  purchase  of  raffle  tickets.  We  thank  each  of  you  for  your  continued 
support.  Our  second  fundraiser  is  a  dance  held  each  Spring  by  the  Bow 
Aerobics  Group.  The  evening  always  proves  to  be  great  fun,  and  we  are 
grateful  to  all  who  have  helped  by  organizing  and  attending  this  event. 

In  managing  the  Trust  Fund,  our  goal  is  to  continue  the  current  level  of 
scholarship  awards  to  Bow  students  while  striving  to  place  the  Fund  on  a  self- 
sustaining  basis.  We  have  been  awarding  scholarships  each  year  since  1980 
and  we  are  fortunate  enough  to  have  given  two  awards  for  the  past  two  years. 
The  1 985  recipients  were  Kelly  Butterfield,  a  student  at  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire,  and  Andrew  Violette,  who  attends  Duke  University.  To  assist 
them  in  their  education,  each  received  a  $600  award  at  the  Bow  Memorial 
School  graduation  in  June.
